When the four gentlemen, of leisure

A gentleman fanner of Litchfield, 
Conn., a man of wealth, who owned 
blooded cows, finding with the increase 
of his stock his milk supply growing 
beyond his own needs, decided to sell 
the surplus. Ho desired to put up this 
milk in some distinctive form, and he 
cousin to Kew York fo tho hisulquartfcrs 
here of u glass works and asked tp have 
got up for him some kind of a glass 
package than would be suitable for the 
purpose and convenient for shipping. A 
jar w:is produced that was substantially 
similar in form to tho one now in use, 
Tho first ]urs were provided with glass 
stoppers.

It still remains a largo establishment 
and ono whoso dairy prod-acts are well 
known.

the milk jar, and its general MSB extend- 
ed rapidly. Probably at least 75 per 
cint of the milk foi family use is doliv- 
erod now iu bottles. There are million 
i.f bottles m constant use, and the nuin 
ber produced annually to make good th 
lireakagi) and to supply the increasing 
demand is about 00,000 gross.—Nov 
York Sun.
